Missing child report leads to Coffee County 
mother’s arrest for erect cola of marijuana 


A Jack, Ala. mother 
found herself in trouble 
with law enforcement for 
possession of drugs after a 
hunt Thursday, Sept. 5, for 
her missing child resulted 
in marijuana being found 
on her property. 

According to Chief 
R.W. Whitworth of the 
Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Department, deputies re- 
sponded last Thursday 
morning at approximately 
9:58 a.m. to a residence on 
Coffee County Road 205 
in reference to a missing 3- 
year-old child. Upon arri- 
val on scene, he said the 
deputies questioned the 
mother, and she said she 
had not seen the child 
since approximately 7 a.m. 
when she put another child 
on the school bus while the 
3-year-old was still asleep.

“The mother said she 
went back to bed [after put- 
ting the older child on the 
school bus] and when she 
awoke, the [toddler] was 
gone and the front door of 
the home was open,” Whit- 
worth said. “The Coffee 
County Sheriff’s Office 
called in K9 for tracking 
and air support with a heat 


sensing radar to start 
searching for the child.” 

He said officers 
searched the area around 
the house while waiting 
for the K9 Unit to arrive 
on scene. 

“Approximately one 
hour after receiving the 
initial call the child came 
running from the woods 
chasing a small dog about 
300 yards north of the 
house,” Whitworth said. 
“The child was okay but 
was hot, dirty, hungry and 
thirsty.” 

During the — search 
around the home to make 
sure the child was not hid- 
ing, Chief Whitworth said 
deputies discovered a con- 
tainer of marijuana. He

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Coffee County Commission votes to jointly 
purchase airboat for Elba Fire Department

The Coffee County Com- 
mission voted Monday 
morning, Sept. 9, during its 
regular bimonthly meeting 
to fulfill a request from the 
City of Elba and Elba Fire 
Department. 

County .. administrator 
Rod Morgan said the Elba 
Fire Department and Coffee 
County EMA officials had 
approached the county in 
reference to assisting with 
the purchase of an air boat 
for the Elba Fire Depart- 
ment that would aid in river 
rescue when needed. He 
said the Elba Fire Depart- 
ment was going to pay for 
one third of the cost of the 
air boat, the City of Elba 
was going to pay for one 
third of the cost, and the 
request to the county was 
for it to also fund one third 
of the cost up to $16,500. 

Morgan said officials in- 
dicated an air boat would 
help the fire department be 
more efficient in river res- 
cue as it would get officials 
to those in need quicker and

also would safer for the res- 
cue team members. 
Commissioners _ voted 
unanimously to approve 
paying the one third amount 
requested up to $16,500. 
Sheriff Dave Sutton 
thanked commissioners for 
approving this request from 
Elba. He said the sheriff’s 
department has a boat, but 


the river levels are not al- 
ways what they need to be 
for efficient recovery efforts 
that boat. He said the air 
boat would be a great asset 
for the local area.

Elba Mayor Mickey Mur- 
dock said there was a need 


to have an executive session 
Monday night, and city at- 
torney Bart Boothe said he 
was award of the need for a 
contractual discussion that 
also involved real estate. 
Boothe certified this was an 
appropriate need for the ex- 
excutive session and all 
council members in atten- 
dance at that moment voted 
to enter the session. 

The executive session in-

Three personnel matters 
were recommended by Su- 
perintendent Kevin Killing- 
sworth and approved by 
board members.

Her last workday for the 
system was Aug. 30th. 

Two leave requests were 
approved. Michael Herring- 
ton, elementary teacher at 
Zion Chapel, was approved 
for medical leave from Aug. 
2nd — Dec. 31st. Anna An- 
derson, special education 
teacher at Zion Chapel, was 
approved for leave under 
the Family Medical Leave 
Act from Nov. 4th — Feb. 
18th. 

During his comments to 


said the enrollment numbers 
at New Brockton Elemen- 
tary School for the new 
school year already had in- 
creased by 100-plus stu- 
dents. He said numbers also 
were up at New Brockton 
High but not by as much as 
the elementary school. 

Killingsworth thanked the 
faculty and staff for all the 
work they had done to han- 
dle this increasing enroll- 
ment at New Brockton.

The county 
administrator noted the pay 
raise for employees was in- 
cluded in the $23.5 million 
budget approved by com- 
missioners. 

The total budget for 
FY2020 is 5.65 percent 
above the FY2019 budget. 


The total budget for 
FY2020 is $23,504 380.64,

eral fund [up 4.51 percent 
from FY2019]. 

Commissioner Jim 
Thompson thanked every- 
one that worked on prepar- 
ing the new _ budget, 
especially administrator 
Morgan and his staff. He 
said he believed things went 
very smoothly this year for 
the budget process, and he 
credited Morgan and his 
staff in leading the way for 
that. 

Commission chairman 
Dean Smith concurred with 
Thompson. He added 
thanks to his fellow com- 
missioners for their ded- 
ication to the budget 
process as well. 

“T believe Coffee County 
is in good shape,” Smith 
said. “We are getting a lot 
accomplished in the things 
we’ve done while still try- 
ing to be conservative with 
the county’s money.” 

County engineer Marty 
Lentz gave an update on the 
parking lot project at the 
courthouse facility in Enter- 
prise. He said the parking 
lot was paved last week and

Ellis named Peyton Manning Scholar 


Caleb Ellis, a 2019 grad- 
uate of Sevier County High 
School in Sevierville, Tenn., 
was named recently as a 
Peyton Manning Scholar at 
the University of Tennessee, 
Knoxville. 

Ellis said his teachers de- 
serve lots of the credit in 
helping him to stand out 
among 600 scholarship ap- 
plicants. 

In being selected for Has- 
lam Scholarship Program at 
UT, Ellis began by writing 
three essays. He was later 
named a semi-finalist as the 
pool of applicants was nar- 
towed from 600 to 60. 
Caleb then participated in 
an interview process, and 
the field was narrowed to 30 
finalists from there. 

The 30 finalists spent a 
weekend on the Knoxville 
campus of the University of 
Tennessee attending lec- 
tures and participating in 
more interviews. That led 
another narrowing of final- 
ists to the 15 named as re- 
cipients of the Haslam 
Scholarships program. 

The scholarships cover 
$25,000 in tuition expenses 
for each of four years of un- 
dergraduate study. Ellis was 
one of four students selected 
as a Peyton Manning 
Scholar. 


“The Haslam Scholars 
program is the most inten- 
sive at UT,” Ellis said in an 
interview with his home- 
town newspaper. 

Manning, a former Uni- 
versity of Tennessee and 
NFL football player, has en- 
dowed the Haslam Scholar- 
ship since 1998. Of the 
$25,000 that Ellis gets each 
year for four years, $11,000 
comes from Manning’s en- 
dowment. 

Ellis said he plans to 
major in computer engineer- 
ing with a minor in materi- 
als science engineering 
while at UT. 

Caleb is the son Rex and 
Georgia Ellis of Sevierville. 
Rex is from the local area, 
Basin Community, and he 
moved to Sevierville in 
1998. Caleb’s grandparents 
were the late Rufus and Ber- 
tie Ellis. 

Caleb’s dad, Rex, said he 
is extremely proud of his 
son and wanted to share his 
accomplishments with his 
friends back home in the 
Elba and Basin Community 
area. He added that his two 
other children also had done 
well for themselves with 
son, Bryan, graduating from 
Auburn University and 
daughter, Melinda, gradu- 
ating from Troy University.

A brief look at the Mulberry Heights School 
history as Elba prepares to unveil historical 
marker on the school site on October 19th

The City of Elba’s Bicen- 
tennial Committee will host 
an Alabama Bicentennial 
Project event Saturday, Oct. 
19, at 11 a.m. when an Ala- 
bama Commission Histori- 
cal marker is unveiled at the 
Mulberry Heights School 
and Gym, 

The Mulberry Heights 
School and Gym still stands 
near downtown Elba at 740 
Adams Street. 

The first Elba Colored 
School building was built by 
local builder W. B. Perdue in 
the late 1800’s and was lo- 
cated on the first floor of the 
Silver Square Masonic 
building which was off the 
Troy Highway and on the 
banks of White Water Creek. 
That area is behind where 
Windham Lumber Company 
now is located in Elba. 

Mulberry Missionary 
Baptist District Association 
deeded 10 acres of land to 
the State of Alabama for a 
Rosenwald School to be 
constructed on the current 
location in 1927. Over the 
years, other buildings, in- 
cluding barracks from Fort 
Rucker Army Post, were 
added to provide _ class- 
rooms. te 

The Rosenwald school 
building was torn down 


when a new brick Equaliza- 
tion School was built on 
that location. Students 
began to attend classes 
there in 1962-63 school 
term and the school was re- 
named Mulberry Heights 
School, and it became a part 
of Elba City School System. 
A new gym was built in 
1966 and was utilized for 
one year prior to the 
school’s closing. 

The last class to graduate 
from Mulberry Heights 
School was the Class of 
1968. The school closed its 
doors in 1970 when the re- 
maining grades were dis- 
continued, and the students 
attending Mulberry Heights 
started attending Elba City 
Schools. 

After the school was 
closed, it was used for sev- 
eral things. In the late 
1990s, five acres was 
deeded to the Mulberry 
Missionary Baptist District 
Association, The Elba Zion 
Missionary Baptist Church 
purchased the property 
from the Association and 
plans are to renovate, de- 
velop and create jobs and 
programs that will enhance 
the community and the City 
of Elba.

Our grandson Lawson celebrated his 9th birthday over 
the weekend at the splash pad and even though the tempera- 
tures soared above 100 degrees, Lawson and all his friends 

_ from school enjoyed getting wet, eating cake and pizza, and 
' being together. My little man was worn out by the time he 
'made it back home, but it was a party he will never forget. 


‘For what it is worth... 

*** The Elba Tigers hosted the Pleasant Home Eagles 
in their region opener last week and coasted in with a lop- 
sided 54-0 win over the outmatched Eagles. The Tigers 

scored on eight straight offensive series in the big win and 
let everyone dressed out in black and gold get in on the fun 
as 12 running backs carried the football, 5 receivers caught 
passes, three quarterbacks called signals and seven different 
players scored touchdowns. While the offense put on a 
show, the Tiger defense finally came to play as it posted a 
shutout after two rough outings, and in the second half al- 
lowed zero first downs and minus 13 yards of total offense. 
Tam sure the Elba coaches found things to complain about 
after the big win, but it was a region win in front of the 

home folks and hopefully gave the fans a preview of things 
to come in the coming weeks. 

*** Tt wasn't such a good week for the other teams in 
_the coverage area as only Brantley was able to post a win. 
‘Here’s a quick look back at last week’s area action: 

. ** Brantley rolled to a 55-13 region win over Kinston 
and after two weeks sophomore quarterback Tucker Kil- 
‘crease and his teammates have averaged a state best 57 
‘points a game and have their fans already talking about a 
state title. It may be a little early for that talk, but after two 
“weeks the Bulldogs look like the team to beat in the region 
‘and have done nothing but manhandle opponents. 

** New Brockton hosted second-ranked Luverne in its 

_Tegion opener and dropped a hard fought 33-28 decision as 
they came away empty-handed on three trips into scoring 
territory and allowed Luverne to return a kickoff for a 

‘touchdown. The Gamecocks just lined up and pounded the 
ball straight ahead in the game, and may have discovered 
the personality of the team in the process. 

** Zion Chapel carried its 1-0 record to Goshen looking 
for a big region win, but fell behind early and never recov- 
ered in a disappointing 48-0 loss to the Eagles. The Rebels 
were confident after their big opening week win. However, 
they lost to the Eagles by a lopsided score last season and 
may have been lacking the confidence needed to pull off 
_and upset when they arrived at Goshen. 

** Kinston held its own with fourth-ranked Brantley for 

_a while last week in their 55-13 region loss, but simply 
didn’t have the speed to keep up with the Bulldogs on de- 
‘fense and could only watch in what turned ugly late in the 
‘game.

County 54-49, Highland Home coasted to a 55-28 win over 
‘Central, and G.W. Long rolled over Barbour County 59-14. 

** Class 3A — Top-ranked Flomaton blanked Jay 40-0 
‘and #2 Piedmont shutout Pleasant Valley 28-0, while closer 
‘to home #5 Pike County humbled Houston Academy 50-0, 
‘Providence Christian rolled past Geneva 41-16, Opp 
‘whipped Straughn 35-12, Wicksburg upset Slocomb 21-7, 
and T.R. Miller edged past Excel 12-7. 

** Class 4A — Top-ranked UMS-Wright rallied late to 
knock off Andalusia 21-7 and #2 Hokes Bluff outscored 
White Plains 45-21, while closer to home #5 Hillcrest Ev- 
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ergreen spanked W.S. Neal 47-0, #7 Headland ripped B.T. 
Washington 38-12, and Dale County was mauled by Cath- 
olic 48-0. 

** Class 5A — Top-ranked Jasper rolled over Dora 66-0 
and #2 Demopolis lost to Bibb County 13-12, while closer 
to home Greenville pounded Tallassee 33-7 and Charles 
Henderson slipped past Rehobeth 6-0. 

** Class 6A — Top-ranked Saraland clobbered Daphne 
49-13 and #2 Pinson Valley defeated Shades Valley 23-7, 
while closer to home #7 Opelika blanked Selma 23-0 and 
Dothan outscored Eufaula 49-38. 

** Class 7A — Top-ranked Hoover was upset by #4 
Thompson 48-30 and #2 McGill-Toolen enjoyed a week 
off, while closer to home Enterprise slipped to 1-2 with a 
big 44-0 road loss to Auburn. 

*** While checking the weekly statewide police log | 
found out that the high school football game between Mor- 
timer-Jordan and Center Point was delayed for almost forty 
minutes in the fourth quarter after gunfire erupted in a 
wooded area near the stadium at Center Point High School.

Elba steamrolls past 
Pleasant Home 54-0

The Elba Tigers went three and out on their initial offen- 
sive series of the night and turned the ball over on downs 
on their final series, but scored on all eight series in-between 
as they rolled past the Pleasant Home Eagles 54-0, Friday 
night at Tiger Stadium. 

The Tigers put the ball in play at their own 34-yardline 
to begin their second possession and needed only three 
plays to cover the 66 yards to the endzone. The score came 
ona 61-yard sprint by Collin Harrison, and while the extra- 
point try failed, Elba was already on top 6-0 with 6:08 re- 
maining in the first quarter.

Elba put the ball in play at the Pleasant Home 44-yardline 
to begin its next possession after a 9-yard Eagle punt, and 
seven plays later was right back in the endzone. An 18-yard 
pass completion from Carson Wise to Chrystyile Caldwell 
was a big play in the scoring drive, while the Tiger touch- 
down came when Wise hooked up with a leaping Joshua Ti- 
dwell on a 7-yard pass in the corner of the endzone.
